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DERBY INTEREST IS KEEN 

ROUND THE WORLD AND GOVERNOR GRAY 
HAVE GREATEST NUMBER OF PARTISANS. 

Prominent Candidates for Notable Contest at Church- 
ill Downs May 13 Training Satisfactorily— 
Records of Previous Winners of Race. 



Louisville. Ky.. April 22. — That interest is already 
imonse in the thirty -seventh renewal of the Ken- 
tucky Derby is attested by the fact that every morn- 
ing now at both of the local tracks — Churchill Downs 
and Douglas Park — crowds gather to see the various 
candidates takes their work for the big race. The 
JVrby is down for decision Saturday, May 13, only 
three weeks off. and trainers are sending their 
charges along daily, as no time can be wasted in 
tilting the three-year olds to go the Derby route of 
a mile and a quarter. When not noting the work of 
Pound the World. Colston. Silver Brush, Captain 
Carmody. Mud Sill. Ramazan. Exemplar and Sir 
Dawn, which are in training here, horsemen can be 
noticed eagerly seauning the daily papers for news 
from the other tracks of the work of entries to the 
race, like Governor Gray. Meridian. laibold. Beach 
Sand. Bell Horse, Marlborough. Tay Pay and Star 
O'ltyan. 

They compare what they read with what they see. 
and at times diseiission waxes hot over the merits 
of the various candidates. The turfmen from Juarez 
picture Round the World leading from the flag fall 
to finish and winning, as she has so often done, off 
by herself, while the horsemen from Jacksonville 
*ec Governor Gray closing on her at the eighth pole 
in the stretch and beating her to the stand, thus 
serving her with the fate which has befallen so 
many favorites in this great race. 

There never was a Derby ruu in which the owners 
of the various candidate* were so confident of the 
success of their respective representatives. W. G. 
Yauke, trainer of Round the World, acts as though 
lie thinks he has only to go to the secretary’s office 
and get a check for the Derby stakes of $5,000. 
while they say at Lexington that J. T. Williams 
and his racing partners are equally sure of Governor 
Gray’s victory. The Missouri turfman, Barney 
Sehreiber. thinks both of these camps are counting 
ilicir chickens before they are hatched, as he be- 
lieves Captain Carmody lias a chance to beat them 
both. And so it goes. 

It is a marked feature of the work of these horses 
that all of them are training splendidly. Of course. 
Hound the World. Governor Gray and others in the 
lot which have raced the past winter are really fit 
now lor a Derby race with a little tightening up. 
while those that did not participate in cold weather 
racing are farther advanced in training this season 
than ever before. As a result, there will be no ex 
cusc for condition for any of the starters this sea- 
son in the big race, and they will be beaten, on 
their merits and not because of lack of work. 

There lias never been a meeting held in Kentucky 
which can approach the coming spring carnival of 
twenty;tlm*e days lore in the general Hass of the 
contestants among the horses. It will l»e a great 
Derby. The two,y«>ar old stakes and other features 
will all have excellent fields. The purse races and 
overnight handicaps will be far above* the average in 
quality. The class of riders piloting the various 
horses will ’ represent the pick of American jockeys, 
and tin* premier of American starters. Mars Cassidy, 
will Ik* at tin* barrier to see that every horse facing 
him gets an even break. 

From almost t lie beginning of racing. Derby tro- 
phies have been the most sought after prizes of the 
turf. Though sometimes an insignificant value has 
been attached to such eoa tests, as compared to other 
races, a halo has always enshrined the winners of 
such contests. The winning of such a trophy has 
rendered perpetual the fame of nearly every horse 
first under the wire in the Kentucky Derby. Frank 
Forrester, in his “Horses of America,” published 
more than fifty years ago. describes a race t lie 
material for which he claims to. have found in one 
of limner’s volumes. Forrester drew the deduction 
that this description applied to the world’s first 
Derby. 

Tlie first Derby in history was decided at Epsom, 
Eng., in 17so. It derived its name from Lord Derby, 
compiler of tin* conditions of the race. The first 
Derby winner was Diomed. which was subsequently 
imported to America. Both Round the World, first 
choice, and Governor Gray, second choice in the 
3 1 1 Kentucky Derby, trace to this great horse. 

It is interesting to review past winners of t lie 
Kentucky Derby ami note Hie achievements of many 
of its brilliant winners. The compilation herewith, 
the first of its kind, shows the turf records of the 
thirty-six winners of this historic race. 

Hindoo, sire of Hanover, still stands as the biggest 
money-winning horse to figure as a Kentucky Derby 
winner. Ben Brush is second and Agile is third. 
There are others in the Derby roll of honor that 
would not have a place in the list of $5.(100 turf 
winners had they not captured this race. These 
embrace Fonso, His Eminence. J’ink Star. Stone 
Street and Wintergreen. No less than sixteen win- 
ners of the Kentucky Derby have won more than 
$20,000 on the turf, which illustrates that, in many 
cases, it iias been no ordinary three year old that 
has crossed the winning line in this the greatest of 
all turf events in Kentucky. 

I anna t us is tin* only Kentucky Derby winner which 
was unbeaten as a three-year-old. That horse lost 
but one race, and that was when he was a kinder 
garfon, performer. The Kentucky Derby winners 
which have become the greatest sires are Fonso. 
Hindoo. Leona t us. Buchanan. Riley. Halnia, Ben 
Brush. Plaudit and Allan-a-Dalc. Halma was the 
only Kentucky Derby winner to sire another winner 
of the rare, he getting Alluu-a-Dale. which won in 
1902. Halma won it in 1895. The table of Derby 
winners with their racing records follows:

CANADIAN TURP S MOST EAGERLY SOUGHT PRIZE 



Canadians are already looking forward with keen interest to the fifty -second running of tlie King’s 
Plate on (he opening day of the Ontario Jockey Chib’s spring meeting at Woodbine. .May 20. This is 
the oldest fixture of tin* American turf that has been run continuously ami may properly be regarded as 
(he foremost of all Canadian turf events in sporting importance. The winning of the king’s guineas 
•s deemed a high honor and a distinction well worth striving for by all Canadian turfmen. Its net value 
to tlie winner in recent years bas been somewhat in excess of $3,000 and will continue to be this year, 
as the conditions remain unchanged. There are exactly twenty eligibles for tlie coming renewal of the 
race and their names and other particulars, together with the conditions governing this historic event, 
are appended : 

The King’s Plate — 50 guineas (the gift of his Majesty King George), with $4,000 added by tlie 
Ontario Jockey Club: the first horse to receive the guineas, stakes and $2,750: tlie second horse $700, 
and the third $300: tlie breeder of the winner to receive $250; a sweepstakes of $5. payable at lime of 
entry, $5 additional, unless declared out by May 1. and $25 additional for starters: for three-year -olds 
and upward, owned, foaled, raised and trained in the Province of Ontario, that have never won a race 
either on the flat or across country, have never left Canada, and have never lieen for a period of more 
than one month out of this province'; death of nominator does not render entry void: one mile and a 
quarter: a piece of plate will be presented by the club to the winner; declarations Monday, May 1; to 
be run on Saturday, May 20. 4

After careful consideration and the fact that 
Round the World had no stake engagements at tlie 
Kentucky Association meeting, W. G. Yauke. trainer 
of the great filly, finally concluded not to take her 
lo Lexington to race before she started in the Derby. 
He figures that site is thoroughly seasoned and that 
all that is necessary now is to keep her in her 
present condition. Horsemen bsd feinted that h<- 
would give her a final trial liefore she is sent to the 
post in the Derby, believing that she would run a 
faster mile and a quarter than any other horse ever 
has at the Downs. As good a trainer as II. R. 
Brandt says, however, this is unnecessary. He ad 
vises that a mile in alamt 1:45 and then in a day 
or two another mile in 1:42 a or 1:43, on the eve 
of the race, is the thing for her. Then, lie believes, 
on May 13, Round the World will do lliat which no 
other filly lias ever done -win the Derby. Some 
critics incline to the opinion that tin* filly is too 
light in flesh. Those who saw* her race in Mexico 
take no stock in this objection, as the daughter of 
Laekford raced there at her best when not looking 
so robust as she looks now. Round tlie World prob- 
ably has more speed than any three year obi that 
has ever faced tin* barrier in tlie Derby. Even her 
detractors admit this. They only question her 
ability to go oim* mile and a quarter. Those who 
saw lier win tin* Juarez Derby at a mile and an 
eighth do not doubt that she can travel the route. 
Sin* is from a family of stout horses, many of 
which lacked her dazzling speed, but were good long- 
distance performers. 

Col. M. J. Winn, who returned this week from a 
trip to Hie Pacific coast and British Columbia 
following tin* (eructation of tin* 110-days race meet- 
ing at Juarez, is gratified over the prospect for a 
magnificent Derby and a glorious season of racing 
here. Last, fall in* planned many improvements at 
the Downs. Upon bis return he found everything 
complete and in* expressed great satisfaction with 
tin* work performed, (in Thursday twenty-one new 
pari-mutuel machines were tested and they worked 
perfectly. Churchill Downs patrons will not kuovN 
tin* course. Colonel Winn says, by reason of the 
many innovations and added conveniences. 

OUTSIDERS SCORE AT JAMESTOWN. 



Numerous Scratches Follow Return of Heavy Track 
Conditions — James McLaughlin Saddles Winner. 



Norfolk. Va., April 22. — This section is certainly 
having its share of wet weather this spring. It 
rained again last night and the going at tlie James- 
town Jockey ( lub’s course again became heavy, 
with th«* usual result, numerous scratches. The 
withdrawals ruined wliat promised to be an attrac- 
tive program. The card was made up of seven races, 
with the Berkley purse, a dash of three-quarters of 
a mile and a race that called for gentlemen riders 
as the feature. In the gentlemen riders’ nice Mon- 
soon drew away into a long lead after they had gone 
a quarter and at the finish led Jim by almost a dozen 
lengths. Jim beat .Monsoon about the saint* distance 
here last fall, so it was a case of turn alnut. With 
See Cliff. Hoffman. Compton and Alfred the Great 
withdrawn from the Berkley purse. V reel ami looked 
to be in a soft s]Kit and 2 to r» was eagerly accepted 
about him by the big operators. Yreelund made a 
runaway affair of the race, taking the lead after 
they had gone an eighth and winning under restraint 
by ‘eight lengths. 

James McLaughlin sent his first winner of the 
season to the i>ost when the two-year-old filly Mollie 
Kearney cantered home half a dozen lengths in ad- 
vance of the Belmont colt, Tipsund. in the fifth 
race. She was one of the outsiders iu the betting, 
as were also Phil Mohr and Lawton Wiggins, win- 
ners of the sixth and seventh races. 

Former jockey Willie Martin purchased Agnar 
from William Carmody for the Beverwyck Stable 
this afternoon for $1,500. 

Jockey Koscoe Troxler will leave for Lexington 
next week. He has been engaged by Catcsby Wood- 
ford to ride one of his eligibles in the Breeders’ 
Futurity to be run during the Lexington spring 
meeting. 

J. Simon Healy and jockey T. Davies were visi- 
tors at the Jamestown course this afternoon. Trainer 
llealy reports that the two-year-olds by Aeronaut 
, that he is training for Captain Cassatt give promise 
of developing iuto useful racers. Hi* will ship his 
stable to Louisville at the conclusion of the Pimlico 
meeting. 

Fred W. Gerhardy received a wire from Secretary 
Fraser of. the Ontario Jockey Club to the effect that, 
tin* stall rent on the Canadian courses will be the 
same as last season. $1 for each meeting.

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LEXINGTON’S PROGRAM OCT 

CONDITIONS ESPECIALLY FRAMED TO SUIT 
THE RACING MATERIAL AVAILABLE. 

General Lengthening of the Distances Provided As 
One of the Striking Features — Seven Stakes to 
Be Run During the Meeting. 



Lexington, Ky., April 22. — The program liook for 
the Kentucky Association’s spring meeting of eleven 
days, which will open next Saturday, came from 
the printer Thursday afternoon and has been distri- 
buted to horsemen at the local track and in Louis- 
ville. It has mot with general approval and Racing 
Secretary Will Shelley, who framed the conditions 
of the sixty-six races to be decided during the meet- 
ing. has been generously complimented. The 
strength of the program lies in tlie fact that the 
conditions were written with a knowledge of tlie 
horses that will make the racing, and they should, 
therefore, afford keen contests. -There are thirty- 
two races for throe-year-olds and upward; twenty- 
two for two-year-olds exclusively, five of them being 
for colts and geldings, four for fillies and thirteen 
for colts, fillies and geldings; eight for three-year- 
okls exclusively and four for four-year-olds and up- 
ward. • 

In keeping wth the spirit of the times and follow- 
ing out the suggestions of the Kentucky State Rac- 
ing Commission, there is a perceptible increase iu 
the distances. Many of the programs iu former 
years were burdened with races under one mile, 
giving precedence and preference to the short-dis- 
tance sprinters and affording little opportunity for 
the display of stamina. This spring there are 
twenty-six races at one mile or over, and throe of 
the mile races are for three-year-olds exclusively. 
Of the twenty -two races for two-year -olds five are 
at half a mile, fourteen at four and a half fur- 
longs and three at five furlongs. It has been a 
number of years since the juveniles have been asked 
to go that ter in the spring here. Umbco are 
races at five and a half furlongs, sixteen at six 
furlongs, nine at one mile, six at one mile and 
twenty yards, one at one mile and seventy yards, 
five at one mile and a sixteenth, three at one mile 
and an eighth and two at one mile and a quarter. 

Seven stake races are to lie run during the meet- 
ing. the first of which will be the Phoenix Hotel 
Handicap, estimated value $1,200. for three-year- 
olds and over, one mile and a sixteenth, to be run 
on tlie opening day. with the following eligible;
